DASTARDLY DEED! 


Train Kolilters Boara the JEnslne of a 
Passenser Vrain and Kill tlio ' 
ISnsincev—^ Wrecfe JPoUowts. 


VAN WERT, Ohio, July 19.—A bold 
attempt at train robbery was - inade last 
night on the Cincinnati, Jackson and 
Michigan railroad. 
Three men boarded 
the engine of the north-bound passen- 
ger train at Enterprise, Ohio, and at- 
tached Engineer Madison Vandevender 
and his fireman, Sam Roethouse, with 
hammers and coupling pins, knocking 
both s^selessi 
They did not succeed 
in stopping the train, however, proba- 
bly owing to the plucky fight made by 
the 
trainmen 
and 
jumped 
oflf 
before reaching Van Wert. The en- 
gineer and fireman were both lying 
senseless in the cab of the locomotive, 
and the train which Bhouldha^irestopped 
at Van Wert station, rushed through 
the yard at the rate of twenty-five miiles 
an hour. Here it collided with a switch 
engine. 
Engineer Vandevender wa% 
found dead in the wreck. 
The fireman 
is still unconEcious and it can not be 
learned whether the engineer was killed 
by the train robbers or met his death in 
the collision. 
None of the passengers 
were seriously injured. 
The people of 
Van Wert are thoroughly aroused and 
posses of citizens are scouring the coun- 
try for the murderers. 


Engineer M. M. Vandevender, who 
was found dead in the wreck, was an 
old-time Wabash engineer, 
and was 
well-known by railroad men in this city. 
For years he resided at Huntington and 
ran an engine during that time on both 
the Wabash and Chicago and Atlantic 
railroads. 
The^past few years he has 
been working at Van Wert, having re- 
moved his family there from Hunting- 
ton about one year ago. 
He had a wife 
and several children, and he was well 
liked by those who knew him. 
One of 
his sons, Harry, was killed by Blair 
aiock, at Huntington, on the eve of, an 
election a few years ago, for which 
oifense Mock was sentenced to fifteen 
years, imprisonment, but was recently 
pardoned.

The Milk Industry. 


The American silk industry is fast 
looming up as an important factor in our 
national ])rosperity. It is to be hoped 
that the day is not far distant Avheu the 
American mulberry Avill co-o})erate in 
furnishing raAv material Avith the loom 
that shall weave the finest American 
silks. 
White mulberry trees are grown 
in all parts of Italy. For a long period 
the Italian silk factories Avith their dex- 
terous female operatives supplied the 
Avants of Europe until the French became 
formidable ri\'als. 
At present there are 
in France about 120,000 acres which are 
planted Avith mulberry trees. 
The si'k 
industry made Lyons the second city in 
the country. 
Shortly before the revolu- 
tion it contained 80,000 operati\'es, work- 
ing at 18,000 looms. 
Although at the 
end of the revolution period the city 
counted only 2,000 looms, their number 
rose so rapidly that in 1873 there were 
120,000 in full activity, and the goods 
exported represented $85,000,000. The 
marvelous growth, hoAvever, of silk man- 
ufacture in other parts of Eurojje during 
recent years has been very prejudicial to 
the trade of Lyons, the competition of 
Germany and England being very severe. 
Germany possesses now more than 300 
factories, some of which employ as many 
as 3,000 looms. 
The annual value of the 
silk produced amounts to at least-$46,- 
000,000. 
In the Rhine province Crefeld 
stands at the head, with 140 factories. 
The silk manufactured on the continent is 
said to represent $220,000,000.—[Courier- 
Journal.

Mexican Onyx, 


3tlexican onyx is a form of stalagmite, 
and its colors are formed by oxides oi 
metals in the earth over the caves through 
Avhich ciilcareous water passes. 
Gold is 
represented by purple, silvei by yellow, 
iron by red, copper by green and arsenic 
and zinc by Avhite. 


Volcanic eruptions and earthquakes 
ha\'e. almost destroyed the caves in which 
orprx exists, and the native Indians w^hc 
mine it have to cut through masses of 
ruins. 
Blocks of the material are quar- 
ried in a primitiA-e way in order not to 
shatter the substance. 
Deep round holes 
arc drilled by hand on a line. In each 
hole is inserted a snug-fitting piece of 
wood, which has been grooved from end 
to end. Hot water is poured into the 
grooves at night. 


This swells the Avood, and the block is 
split along the line without damage. The 
natives then saw the block into slabs and 
polish the surface by hand. 
Each piece 
is semi-transparent, and when placed be- 
tween the eye and a strong light presents 
a remarkiibly beautiful effect in form and 
color.—[Jeweller's Weekly. 


The Taste for Dianaonds. 


The love for diamonds is wholly a mat^ 
ter of education, there being little desire 
to own any until the eye is made thor- 
oughly acquainted with the beauty of 
the true gem. After the eye is thus prac- 
ticed it can tell a spurious article even ai 
a hundred feet distance, and at reading 
distance a mistake is impossible. The 
reason why a diamond is the most beau- 
tiful-of all stones is its color. 
Take a 
reasonably white stone, and no matter 
what fabric or setting you combine it 
with, it will be in the right place, while 
gems like rubies or sapphires, Qmeralds 
and pearls have only limited combina- 
tions. 
The ruby of fine color, shape and 
brilliancy is of greater value at the pres- 
ent time than a diamond from four to 
eight grains, in weight. 
But let there b< 
as many fine quality rubies found as dia'> 
monds and the price will drop from fifty 
to seventy'five per cent. 
Emeralds have 
always been great favorites, but mainly 
in large stooes for cenlfte pieces. Th< 
more a peisoii knows a b o ^ a diamond 
the greater ^e^sure .doe? It gl^e the e/e.

Friedrichsruh, the place to Avhich 
Prince Bismarck has retired, is a little 
hamlet about fifteen miles to the scmth-' 
east of Hamburg. 
It lies in the heart 
of the SachsenAvald forest, a large es- 
tate giA'en to the Prince by the Em- 
peror William I. in 1S71. shortly after 
the close of the Franeo-Priis>iau war. 
Since that time it has been his fa-'or- 
ite summer home, Avhere. sot free from 
the tui-moil of pul)lic affairs, he could 
devote himself to the congenial pur- 
suits of a farmer. 


More congenial than were his duties 
as a C-hancellor, if his Avife is to bo 
trusted. 
She is reported to have said 
at a Parliamentary recei)tion. "A tur- 
nii? interests my husband A-ery much 
more than all your politics." 
' The liouse, formerly a small inn 
much frequented by hunting-parties, 
stands on the edge of a little park, in- 
closeil on tAvo sides by a red brick 
Avall, on the third by a thick hedge, 
Avhile a little sti-eam runs in front. It 
is tAVO-storied and painted yellow, with 
a long, dimly lighted entry running 
through the middle from Avhich rooms 
open on either side.

[here, if we may trust the account oi 
one who has been at Friedrichsruh, he 
Rarely talks, and his companions only 
converse together in whispers. 


He has no near neighbors, though 
»little village stands not far from the 
entrance to the park. 
Here are to be 
•found the forest rangers, a few rail- 
road employes and workmen, togethei 
with a blacksmith, a tailor and a 
miller. 
The chief mau of the village 
is Prince Bismarck's head forester and 
bailiff, and is apparently a most con-» 
genial companion, although their cion«- 
versation is invariably abont ihe'^x 
and the stock.

Paralyzed by a Scra'cli. 


"I have read of men being paralyzed 
by a wound aud unable to move," said 
a w^ell-known jji-ominent Maine office- 
holder, "and I believe it. I know that 
there have been many cases of the 
kind, and one of them in ijarticiilar has 
such a personal twist that I have good 
reason to remember. 


"It was at the battle of Cliantilly in 
the early part of the iiglit. 
We had 
ai)proaelied a low, rambling fence—a 
Virginia fence, as they were called— 
and I had my gun through it and was 
doing what service I could. 
I saw the 
splinter fly from a iDiece of that fence 
under the impetus of a ball from the 
enemy. 
In the lightning fla^h of the 
flying wood I seemed to find time to 
dodge, and there was a quick pain like 
the searing of a hot iron and the splin- 
ter was through 
my hp.t-band and 
along my scalp, penetrating it, but not 
injuring the skull. 


"The blow was severe and stunned 
me, and I remember as well m j last 
look at the scene—the fighting troops, 
the smoke, the battle and the tramp- 
ling men. 
I fell back, my legs half 
doubled up beneath me, and in • a mo- 
ment my strength was gone and I Avas 
powerless. 
I saw^ evei-ything. Men 
fell iipon me. Horses reared aronnd 
me. 
The battle was on all sides. 


"My wits were clear, my brain un- 
clouded, but there was I, dying a death 
momentarily, alive, yet dead and suf- 
fering more tortures than I thought 
life could have. 
I lay there pei'haps 
an hour—every 
moment a year of 
agony—when ï felt some one's hand 
on my collar, and I was dragged out 
aud tui-ned on my face, where 1 lay^for 
a moment as some one rifled my car- 
tridge box. The motion 
saved me. 
My pulse seemed to stir, my heart 
beat, my will to re-exert itself, and in 
a few minutes I was myself. 
The 
wound was so small that I staunched 
it with my handkerchief and in half an 
hour I was as well as ever.

MatcMess Hom» of Freemasonry—A Mas«-^ 
ive Eigliteen-Storied Stracture- to. Bo- 
Erected by t-lie IWasonic Teinplo Associ- 
ation—It Will Bo the Tallest Bui.-ding in 
the World. 


H E taking out of 
a building permit 
to erect a 
000,- 
000Masonic Tem- 
ple at State and 
Randolph streets 
marked the prac- 
tical beginning of 
a structure which 
gives promise of 
being the most 
notable of the 
great 
buildings 
of Chicago, and 
among the most 
notable in the 
world, 
says the Chicago 
Tribune. 
The projectors announce their inten- 
tion of putting up a building which of 
its kind shall be matchless. 
The plans 
so far as matured will bear out their 
assertions. 


The project for a great Masonic Tem- 
ple which should be a center where 


eighteen stories, anti theviooff will? b«j 
240 feet from t h e pavement. T h a 
ground! dimensions Vifl be 170x114 feet.; 
The strilcture will lie entirely ofr steel.' 
What the exterior facing will be is^ofc; 
yet decided. 
l i may be terra cotta.j 
stonej or a special brick made fiar this 
particular building. . In any case, the 
exterior will be but a lireproofing, not' 
bearing any part rtf the weight of the 
building.. If it "Trere not for the danger 
of fire from surrounding buildings, the 
whole exterior would be of steel. 


The novel feature of the interior will: 
be the plan for having retail shops, lo-; 
cated on several 
floors. 
In the base- 
ment will be the largest restaurant in 
the city. 
It will occupy all the base^ 
ment floor except what may be necesv 
sary for storage room for the retail 
shops above. 
The restaurant will b6 
finished elaborately in marble. 


The entrance to the main building 
will be from State street. 
It will be 
forty-two feet 
high and thirty-feeV 
wide. 
This will lead into a rotunda 
having an area of 3,700 square feet and 
open to the extreme height of the 
building, finished all the way up to the 
240-foot roof with plate-glass and mar- 
ble. 
There will be a tesselated Bom- 
man floor. 


At the back of this rotunda will be 
the elevators, eighteen in number, set 
in a semi-circle. 
' 
| 


On the first floor will 
be elabo-

every Masonic body in Cook County 
might gather, has long been an ambi- 
tion of enthusiastic local Masons. The 
first positive step toward the realiza- 
tion of the scheme was taken about 
five months ago. 
The block fronting 
oti the east side of State street, between 
Kandolph street and Burton i^lace, was 
bought. 
This purchase 
was closed 
March 14, 8830,000 being- paid for the 
property. 


There 
have been 
some vexatious 
questions of title, and some delays in 
the organization of the corporation and 
the closing of subscriptions to the cajj- 
ital stock, but those matters have been 
I^ractically 
settled, and the way is 
clear to the erection of the buildiag. 


The jilans for the building are not 
yet fully completed. 
Little more than 
the exterior has been drawn, and that 
may be changed. 
Burnham <S: Boot 
are the architects. 


The most imj^ortant point settled is 
that the structure will be the highest 
building in the Avorld. 
It will have 


rate waiting-rooms. An ornate mai'ble 
staircase will lead to the basement. 
All the stores facing State and Ran- 
dolph streets will also have entrances 
from the rotunda. 


The 
seventeenth 
and 
eighteenth 
floors will be devoted exclusively to 
Masonic bodies. 
There will be a great 
hall in which the Avhole Grand Lodge 
may be maneuvered in 
drill, and 
there will be many lodge-rooms. 
A 
gallery will extend aroiind the large 
hall. • 


The location is especially favorable 
to the erection of the tallest 
building 
in the city. 
I t is a part of the old 
Fort Dearborn addition, and was orig- 
inally some fourteen feet liigher than 
the land west and south. 
AVhile the 
surface at this point is natural blue 
clay, the surface of the streets west 
and south have been graded up four- 
teen 
feet. 
On this 
account it i s 
thought that this particular location 
offers an unexcelled foundation for so 
high a building.

Millions of Tliem. 


The breakage of lamp chimneys rep- 
resents the consumption of that article. 
The lamp chimney lousiness, therefore, 
is of considerable importance to the 
public. 


There are innumerable styles of lamp 
chimne3's on the market—large, small 
and medium size; long, short, round, 
flat and twisted; thin, thick, narrow, 
broad, square,'globular,®scalloped, col- 
ored, spotted. 
They even manufacture 
combinations of chimneys and globes, 
while every year brings into. the mar- 
ket half a dozen or more of new^ styles 
of chimneys. 
Every new lamp re- 
quires a special chimney. 


Nine-tenths of the chimneys made in 
this country are manufactured. at 
Pittsburg, and most of the remainder 
are made at Steubenville, O,, while a 
very few are made in the natural gas 
regions. 
' Tli^ majority of small ones are im- 
ported. 
Wherever the materia^ in a 
lamp chimney is of greater coat than 
the labor the chimney is imported, 
and vice versa. 


All the shapes used in this country are 
of American design, but are manufact- 
ured abroad and brought here and sold 
at mticli less thah they could be pro- 
Iduced here. It is its labor that figures 
in the cost of manufacture more thau 
material. 


The odd shapes are all molded. 


while the ordinary shapes are blown 
and are made of lead glass and lime 
glass, both in this and the old country. 
There is a feature that the casual ob- 
server would not notice in selecting a 
lamj) chimney with a square top. Two 
cliimneys of almost identical 
appear- 
ance are j^l^'^ced side by side, one of 
which 
commands a higher price. 
A 
close obsex'vation shows that the top 
and bottom of one is rough, while the 
other is polished and smooth. 
The 
smooth one possesses double the dura- 
bility of the rough one. The rough one 
is cut off and cooled, while the other 
is polished. 
Only the best quality of 
glass can be polished this way. 


People 
make a great 
mistake in 
imagining 
that a heavy chimney is 
more durable than a thin one. 
Tliis is 
not the fact. 
The thin chimney is far 
more durable because of its expansion 
and contraction being more regular. 


The non-breakable 
chimney, which 
is made chiefly in Illinois, is non-break- 
able in name more so than in reality, 
though it is much more durable than 
the ordinary chimney. 
The difference 
in the price, however, does not war- 
rant its purchase on the score of econo- 
my, hence very" few are sold. The 
best grade of chimney is known as the 
pearl top, which is made like any other 
chimney, but while hot has a crimped 
ring welded to the top, while the ordi- 
nary crimped top is merely placed in a 
mold and shaped while hot. 


These chimneys are much less liable 
to break than the others and are con- 
sidered well worth the one-third more 
in jjrice. 
The great demand of to-day 
is for fancy tops. 


There are also a great many chim- 
neys ' used on gas burners. 
On the 
shelves of a first-class lamp store can 
be found fifty separate and distinct 
styles of lamp chimneys, while every 
Qxocerj in the country handles them, 
mostly the common grades.

. The president and the postmaster- 
general have been in consultation for 
some time as to a measure which will 
enable the postmaster general to sup- 
press the troffiic in lottery tickets 
through the mails, and a bill has been 
prepared by the postmaster general 
which will be promptly and favorably 
acted upon by the senate committee on 
postoflSces and post-roads, says a Wash- 
ington telegram. It is believed the 
bill will remedy the defects in the 
existing law and accomplish 
what 
is desired. 
There are already sev- 
eral statutes prohibiting the use of the 
mails by lotteries, but whenever the 
postoffice department brings a case into 
court it always fails to get a verdict, 
either because of defects in the law or 
defects in the case. Among other sug- 
gestions which the postmaster-general 
has made, and which will be embodied 
in the new statute, is a provision author- 
izing the postal authorities to refuse to 
deliver mail^ postal orders and regis- 
tered letters to the agencies of lottery 
companies themselves. 


The existing laws forbid the delivery 
of registered letters to lottery com- 
panies, But it is evaded by having let- 
ters addressed to banks, express com- 
panies and other agents. 
Another sug- 
gestion by the postmaster general is to 
strike ©ut the word "fraudulent" before 
the word "lottery," as the word "il- 
legal" has already been stricken out, so 
that the department may be authorized 
to refuse to carry mails for all lotteries, 
whether they are fraudulent or not. 
The postoffice committee of the house 
has been indifferent on the subject all 
winter, although several times urged to 
consider it by the postmaster general. 
The work will therefore be commenced 
by the senate, and if the bill is passed 
at that end of the capitol, it is believed 
that the representatives will take it up.

The Bible 
Gives Many 
Assurances Tbat 
' Wo Will Kno-w Oar Friends in Seaven— 


They Are Waiting 
for Us on the Other 


Side. 


The Bev, Dr. Talma ge preached to an 
enormous out-door grathoring at 
Waseqf,, 
ISian., on Suuday. July 13. His subject 
was, "Meeting Our Friends in Heaven." Ttie 
eminent clerstyman took for his text U , 
Samaelxii. 23: "I shall go to him." His 
sermon was as follows: 


There is a very sick child in the abode of 
David the King. Disease, which stalks up 
the dark lane of the poor and puts its 
smothering hand upon lip and nosttril of the 
wan and Avasted, also mounts the palace 
stairs, and bending over the pillow blows 
into the face of a young prince the frosts of 
pain and death. Tears are wine to the King 
of Terrors. 
Alas for David the King! He 
•can neither sleep nor eat, and lies prostrate 
on his face, weeping and wailing until the 
palace rings witli the outcry of woe. 


What are courtly attendants or victorious 
armies or conquered provinces under such 
circumstances ? 
What to any parent is all 
splendid surrounding when his child is sick? 
Seven days have passed on. There in that 
great house two eyelids are gently closed, 
two little hands folded, two little feet quiet, 
one heart still. The servants come to bear 
the tidings to the King, but they cannot 
make up their minds to tell him, and they 
•stand at the door whispering about the 
matter, and David hears them and he looks 
up and says to them: "Is the child dead?" 
"Yes, he is dead." 
David rouses himself 
up, washes himself, puts on new apparel, 
and sits down to food. What power hushed 
that tempest? 
What strength was it that 
lifted up that King whom grief had de- 
throned? 
Oh, it was the thoxight that he 
would come again into the possession of 
that darling child. No grave digger's spade 
could hide him. 
The wintry blasts of 
death could not put out the bright light. 
There would be a forgo somewhere that, 
with silver hammer, would w61d the broken 
links. In the city Avhero the hoofs of the 
pale horse never strike the pavement he 
would clasp liis lost treasure. 
He wipes 
awav the tears from his eyes, and he clears 
the choking grief from his throat and ex- 
claims: "I sliall go to him." 


Was David right or wrong? If wo part 
•on earth -will wo meet again in tlie next 
world? 
"Well, says some one, "that seems 
to be an imposibility. 
Heaven is so large 
XI place wo never could find our kindred 
there." 
Going into some city, without hav- 
ing appointed a time and pkice for meeting, 
you might VN^'indor around for weeks and for 
months, and pcriiaps for j-ears, and never 
see each,other; and Heaven is vaster than 
all earthly citics together, and how arc you 
going to-find your departed friend in that 
country? It "is so vast a realm. 
John went 
up on one mountain of inspiration, and he 
looked off upon the multitude and he said, 
"Thousands of tliousands." 
Then he came 
upon a greater altitude of inspiration, and 
looked oil upon it again and he said, "Ten 
thousand times ten thousand." 
And then 
he came on a higher mount of inspiration, 
and looked off again and he said, "A hun- 
dred and forty and four thousand and thou- 
sands of thousands." And he came on a 
still greater height of inspiration, and He 
tooked off again and cxclaimcd, "A great 
multitude that no man can number." 


Now I ask, how are you going to iind your 
friends in such a throng as that? Is not 
this idea we have boon entertaining after 
all a falsity? Is this doctrine of future re- 
cognition of friends in Heaven a guess, a 
myth, a whim, or is it a granitic foundation 
upon which the soul piurced of all ages may 
build a glorious hope? 
Inteuse 
question. 
Every heart in this audience throbs right 
into it. Tliore is in every soul here the tomb 
of at least one dead. Tremendous question 
It makes the lip quiver, and the chcek flush, 
and the entire nature thrill. 
Shall we know 
each other there ? I get letters almost every 
month asking me to discuss this subject. I 
get a letter in a bold, scliolarly hand, on 
gilt-edge paper, asking mc to discuss this 
question, aud I say, "Ah, that is a curious 
man, 
and ho wants a curious question 
solved." But I got nnothor letter. It is 
written with a trembling hand, on what 
seems to be a torn out leaf of a book, and 
here and there is the mark of a tear, and I 
say. "Oh, that is a broken heart, and it 
wants to be comforted." 


The object of this sennon is to take tliis 
theory out of the region of surmise and 
speculation into the region of positive cer- 
tainty. 
People say: "It would be very 
pleasant if tliat doctrine were true. I hope 
it may bo true. Perhaps it is true. I wish 
it were true." But I believe that I can 
bring an accumulation of arguments to bear 
upon this matter which will prove tlie doc- 
trine of future recognition as plainly as 
that there is any heaven at all, and that the 
kiss of reunion at the celestial gate will be 
as certain as the dyiug kiss at the door of 
the sepulcher, 


NOAV. when you are going to build a ship 
you must get the right kind of timber. You 
lay the keel and make the framework of the 
very best materials, the keelson, stanch- 
ions, plank shear, counter timber knee, 
transoms all of solid oak. You may build a 
ship of lighter material, but when the cy- 
clone comes on it will .go down. Now we 
may have a great many beautiful theories 
about the future world built out of our own 
fancy, and tliey may do very well as long 
:as we have smooth sailing in the world; 
but when the storms of sorrow come upon 
lis and the hurricane of death we will bo 
swamped—we will be foundered. 
We want 
• a theory built out of solid oak of God's eter- 
nal Word. The doctrinc of future recogni- 
tion is not so often positively stated in the 
Word of God as implied, and you know, 
my friends, that that is, after all. the 
strongest mode of affirmation. Your friend 
travel in foreign lands. He comes home. 
He does not begin by arguing with you tliat 
there are such places as London and Stock- 
holm and Paris and Dresden and Berlin, 
but his conversation implies it. And so 
this Bible does not so positively state this 
theory as, all up and down, its chapters 
take it for cranted. 


What does my my text imply? 
"I shall 
go to him." 
What consolation would it be 
to David to go to his child if he would not 
know him? 
WSuld David have been al- 
lowed to record this anticination for the 
inspection of all ages if it were a groundless 
•anticipation? 
We read in the first book of 
the Bible, Abraham died and v.'as gathered 
to his people. Jacob died and was gathered 
to his people. Moses died and was gathered 
to his people. 
What people? 
Why, their 
friends, their comrades, their old com- 
panions. Of course it means that. It can- 
not mean anything else. 
So in the very 
beginning of the Bible four times that is 
taken for granted. The whole New Testa- 
ment is an arbor over%which this doctrine 
creeps like a luxuriant vine full of the pur- 
ple clusters of con=;olation. 
James, John 
iind Peter followed Christ into the mountain. 
A light falls from heaven on that mountain 
and lifts it into the glories of the cclestial. 
-Christ's garments glow and His face shines 
like the sun. The door of heaven swings 
•open. Two spirits come down and alight 
on that mountain. 
The disciples look at 
them and recognize tliem 
Moses and 
•plias. Now if those disciples .standing on 
the earth could recognize tiiese two spirits 
who had been for years in heaven do you 
tell me that we, with our heavenly eye- 
Bight, will not be able to rccognize those 
Who have gone oat irom .among us omy 
five, ten, twenty, thirty years ago? 


The Bible indicates over and over again 
that the angels know each other, and then 
the Bible says that we are to be liigher 
than the angels; and if the angels have the 
power of recognition shall not we, who are 
xo be higher than they in the next realm, 
Iiave as good eyesight and as good capa- 
city? What did Christ mean in His conver- 
sation with Mary and Martha when ho said, 
"Thybrother shall rise again?" 
I t was as 
much as to say, "Don't cry. 
Don't wear 
yourselves out with this trouble. 
You will 
see him again. 
Thy brother shall rise 
again." 


The Bible describes heaven a^ a great 
home circle. 
Weil, now, that would be a 
very queer home circle where tlio members 
•did'notknow each other. 
The Bible de- 
scribes death as a sleep. If we know each 
other before we go to sleep shall we not 
know each other after we wake up ? Oh, 
yes. 
We will know each other a great deal 
tetter then than now. "for now." says the 
apostle, "we see through a glass darkly, 
but then face to face." It will bo my puri- 
fied enthroned and glorified body gazing 
on your purified, enthroned and glorified 
bodv. 


Now I demand, if you believe the Bible, 
that you take this theory of future recogni- 
tion out of the realm of speculatidn and 
•surmise into the region of positive certainty, 
And no more keep saying, "I hope it is so; I 
have an idea it is so; I guess it is so." Be 
•«ble to ifay. with all the concentrated e n e i ^ 
•of body, mind iMd soul, "I Icnow it is so." 


" ^ e t « are in apddition to these Bible ar«n>« 
^Vieiitti otiier reasons wby Z aeceot liii*^ 
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theory. In the first place because the re- 
jection of it impliés the entire obliteration 
of our memory. 
Can it be possible that we 
shall forget forever those with whose walk, 
look, manner we have been so long familiar? 
Will death come, and with a sharp, keen 
blade hew away this faculty of memory? 
Abraham said to Dives, "Son, remember." 
If the exiled and the lost remember, will' 
not the enthroned remember? 


You know very well that our joy in any 
circumstance is argumented by the com- 
panionship of our friends. We cannot see 
a picture with less than four eyes, or hear a 
song with less than four ears. We want 
some one beside us with whom to exchange 
glances and sympathies; and i suppose the 
joy of heaven is to be argumented by the 
fact that we are to have our friends with us 
when 
there 
rise 
before 
us 
the thrones of the blessed, and when there 
surges up in our ears the jubilate of the 
saved. Heaven is not a contraction, it is an 
expansion. If I know you here I will know 
you better there. 
Here I see you with only 
two eyes, but there the soul shall have a 
milUon eyes. It will be immortality gazing on 
immortality—^ransomed spirit iñ colloquy 
with ransomed spirit—^victor beside victor. 
When John Evans, the Scotch minister, was 
seated in his study his wife came in and 
said to him, "My dear, do you think we 
shall know each other in heaven?" He 
turned and said, "My dear, do you think we 
will be bigger fools in heaven than we are 
here?" 


Again I accept this doctrine of future 
recognition because the vrorld's expectancy 
afiBrms it. In all lands and ages this theory 
is received. 
What form of religion planted 
it? No form of religion, for it is received 
under all forms of religion. 
Then, I argue, 
a sentiment, a feeling, an anticipation, uni- 
versally planted, must have been God im- 
planted, and if God implanted it is right- 
fully implanted. 
Socrates writes, "Who 
would not part Avith a great deal to pur- 
chase a meeting with Orpheus and Homer? 
If it be true that this is to be the conse- 
qttence oí death, I could even be able to die 
often." 


Among the Danes, when a master dies his 
servant sometimes slays himself, that he 
may serve the master in the future world. 
Cicero, living before Christ's coming, said, 
"Oh, glorious day when I shall retire from 
this low and sordid s'cene, to associate with 
the divine assemblage of departed spirits 
and not only with the one I have just now 
mentioned, but with my dear Cato, the best 
of sons and most faithful of men. II I 
seemed to .bear his death with fortitude, it 
was by no means that I did not most sen- 
bibly feel the loss I had sustained. It was 
secause I was supported by the consoling 
reilection that we could not long be sep- 
arated." 


The Norwegian believes it. The Indian 
believes it. The Grecnlandcr believes it. 
The Swiss believe it. The Turks believe it. 
Under every sky, by every river, in every 
zone, the theory is adopted, and so I say a 
principle university implanted mttst be God 
implanted, and heileo a right belief. The 
argument ie irresistible. 


Again, I adopt this theory because there 
are features of moral temperament and 
features of.the soul that will distinguish us 
forever. How do we know each other in 
this world? Is it merely by the color of the 
eye, or the length of theh.-ur, or the facial 
proportions? 
Oh, no, It is by the dispo- 
sition as well, by natural alfinity, using the 
M'ord in the very best sense and not in the 
bad sense; 
and if in the dust our body 
should perish and lie there forever, and 
there shotild be no resurrection, still the 
soul has enough features and the disposi- 
tion has enough featui-es to make us dis- 
tinguishable. I can understand now in 
sickness a man will become so delirious 
that he will not Know his own friends; but 
will we 
be blasted with such insufferable 
idiocy that, standing beside our best friends 
for all eternity, we will never guess who 
they are? 


Again, I think that one reason why we 
ought to accept this doctrine is because we 
never in this world have an opportunity to 
give thanks to those to wliom we arc spirit- 
ually indebted. 
The joy of Heaven, we are 
told, is to be inaugurated by a review of 
life's work. 
These 
Christian men and 
women who have been toiling for Christ, 
have they seen the full result of their work? 
Oh, no. , 


In the church at Somerville, N. J., John 
Yredenburgh prcached for a groat many 
years. He felt that his ministry was a fail- 
ure, although ho was a faithful minister, 
prcaehing the gospel all the time. He died, 
find died amid didcoui-agemcnts, and wont 
liome to God. for no one ever doubted that 
John Vredenbuvgh was a good Christian 
minister. 
A little while after his death 
there came a great awakening in Somer- 
ville, and one Sabbath two lumdred souls 
stood up at the Christian altar espousing 
the cause of Christ, among them my own 
fatiicr and mother. 
And wJiat was peculiar 
in regard to nearly all tiiose two hundred 
souls was that they dated their religious 
impressions from the ministry of John 
Yredenburgh. 
Will that good' Christian 
man before the throne of God never meet 
those souls brought to Christ through his 
instrumentality? 
Oh, of course he will 
know them. I remember one Sabbath af- 
ternoon, borne down with tlie sense of my 
sins and knowing not God, I took up Dodd- 
ridge's "llise and Progress." 
Oh, what a 
dark afternoon it was, and I read the chap- 
tci's, and I read the prayers, and I tried to 
make tlie prayers my own. 
Oh, I must see 
Philip Doddridge. A glorious old book he 
wrote. It is out of fasliion now. 


There is a mother before the throne of , 
God. You say her joy is full. 
Is it? You 
say there can be no augmentation of it. 
Cannot there be? Her son was a wanderer 
and a vagabond on the earth when that 
good mother died. 
H o broke h e r old heart. 
She died leaving h i m in the wilderness of 
sill. 
She is before the throne of God now. 
Years pass and that son repents of iiis 
crimes and givcis his heart to Ood, and be- 
comes a useful Christian, and dies and en- 
tors tlie gates of heaven. 
You tell mo that 
that mother's joy cannot be argumented. 
Let them confront each other. The son and 
the mother. 
"Oh," she says t o the angels 
of God, "rejoice with mc. The dead is alive 
again and the lost is found. Hallelujah 1 I 
never expected to see this lost one come 
back." The Bible says nations are to be 
born in a day. Wiien China comes to God 
will it not know Dr. Abeel? 
When India 
comes will it not know Dr. John 
Scudder? 
When the Indians come to God will they not 
know David Brainard! 


I see a soul entering heaven at last, with 
covered face at the idea that it lias done so 
little for Christ, and feeling borne down 
with unworthiness, and it says to itself, "I 
have no right to be here." A voice from a 
throne says, "Oh, you forget that Sunday, 
school class you invited to Christ. 
I was 
one of them." 
And another voice says, 
"You forget that poor man to whom you 
gave a loaf of bread and told oí the heavenly 
bread. I was that man." And another one 
says, "You forget that sick one to whom 
you gave medicine for the body and the 
soul. I was that one." And then Christ, 
from a throne overtopping all the rest, will 
say, '"Inasmuch as ye did it to one of the 
least of those, vou did it to me." 
And then 
the seraphs will take their harps from the 
side of the throne and cry, "What song 
shall it be?" And Christ, bending over the 
harpers, shall say, "It shall be the 'Harvest 
Home.'" 


Heaven is not a stately place, as I some- 
times hoar it deseribtui, a very frigidity of 
splendor, where people stand on cold form- 
alities and go around about with heavy 
crowns of gold on their lieads.

and forgotten. It is to be remembered that 
this was to be the Institution of a new re- 
ligion in a hostile world, and what, througl» 
the growth of the klnudom, takes the form 
of love now, was at that time, in its first 
broaching, at variance with the existing 
order. 
It manifested itself first of all, 
perhaps, in alienations irom 
old asso- 
ciates. And such it is to-day whenever the 
kingdom of love is opposed. 
Whatever re- 
sists the spirit of truth is to be banished 
from our affections, save as the affec- 
tioSs can avail to break down the antas- 
onism and bring into sympathy and fellow- 
ship.

And there wont great multitudes with 
him.

Has hatred any place in the 
Christian faith? Yes. The very love that 
makes us to cleave to the good requires us 
also to hate the evil and to despise the gar- 
ment spotted by the flesh. • It does not 
mean personal variance 
with all men. 
This last clause explains. It is whole- 
hearted abandonment of the flesh and 
acceptance of the Spirit. 
Father, mother, 
wife, children, brethren, sisters, yea, one's 
self are to be to us as nothing, and worse 
than nothing, compared with love for God. 
We love them, but it is with a spiritual love, 
one form of which is despite toward the, \ 
flesh. 
Indeed, our hatred of the merely, 
carnal, in large <legree, measures our gra- 
cious affection. Yonder I see the heaped- 
up debris of the coal pit. By what has 
been cast aside I know, and it is my only 
way of knowing, the wealth of that which 
has been taken out and kept. 


Cannot be my disciple. 
There is a "can 
not" with God. It is. indeed, more of a 
cannot with him than with us. Ours in 
truth is a will not. 
While wo will not God; 
cannot—there is the basal barrier. Two 
things there are to which this strong "can 
not" is applied. One is preference; the 
other is indilTerence. If we prefer life—; 
then God cannot. If we spurn the cross of 
self-sacrificer—then God cannot.

Though of a truth Christ is the Alpha and 
Omega of our faith, and it is God that 
workethin us. Ye^t no lees truly man must 
manfully yield himself ere that grace be- 
gins to work in us. It has been working 
for us, now ln->us, God in a sense, cannot 
of himself begin the work of renewal.

The sexton, remarks the Rev. 'Will- 
jam E. Griffis, isi a church, servant to 
whom, in the a\*ei-age 
congregation, 
little is given -while much is required. 
As custodian of the #acred 
edifice he 
may make or mar good work in fright- 
ening off or attracting hearers. 
He is 
expected to understand the mysteries 
of heat and ventilation, the personal 
convenience of the minister and the 
idiosyncrasies of at least the important 
pew-holder, to be the temple guards- 
man and warn and expel the unruly, to 
"be an usher with the manner of a Ches- 
terfield and able to read at once by face 
or coat alone the exact qualifications of 
a stranger to sit in this or that pew, 
and thouch living in the vestibule to 
know the exact requirements, physical 
and psychical, of the auditorium. I n 
the country towns and in most places, 
he must add the duties of the Nethinim 
to those of Obed Edam, take charge of 
funerals, cemeteries, the digging and 
filling of graves, and must attend to the 
sacred vessels and their 
replenishing 
and cleansing at communion and bap- 
tismal seasons. In short the modern 
sexton must unite in one person the 
complete duties of sacristan, beadle, 
pew-opener, undertaker, funeral direc- 
tor, and manager of church weddings. 
Earely is the sexton 
praised. 
While 
the relation of the pastor to the people 
is that of a bride beloved, the sexton's 
is too often that of the mother-i»-law— 
of the humorists.—St Louis 
Bepuhlic. 


Use ior the Ministry of JPeriodical Iiitera- 
ture. 


Prof. Murray, of Princeton 
College, 
in an interesting paper on the "Use for 
the Ministry of i?eriodical Literature," 
which appears in the HomileAic 
lievieio 
for July, says, among other things : 


"Such reading is the best way of 
keejung in contact with the currents of 
thought that are circulating freely in 
the world. 
It will not answer in this 
age for the minister to have much of 
the reclpse about him. 
He is expected 
to have a broad 
scholarshiiD, and one 
that is conversant with the nineteenth 
century. 
Clergymen could be named 
who are reasonably well versed in the 
theology of the seventeenth 
century 
who have little or no acquaintance with 
what is stirring in the thought of to-da}'. 
Their ignorance of current thought af- 
fects their preaching. 
It has a far- 
away sound. 
Even when the truth 
proclaimed is true alike for all cen- 
turies, somehow the accent of to-day is 
not in it. 
The-iniluence of such a man 
is curtailed. 
If be is not well read, 
some members of his congregation are 
—the lawyer, t h e doctor, t h e young 
collegian who comes home in vacation. 
The^e wonder if their pastor ever heard 
of the discoveries of I3ubasti.s, or of t h e 
theory of conscience which t h e philoso- 
phy of Herbert 
Spencer 
maintains. 
Even though the preacher make no di- 
rect use of his knowledge in his ser- 
mons, and never alludes to any discus- 
sions in the Fomni 
or in the Nine- 
teenth 
Century, 
still if he knows Avhat 
they are saying his px-eaching will have 
a different tone. It will be not one 
whit less evangelical, but it will have 
the power which comes Avhen a man is 
able to say, "Yes, I have read what is 
said on the other side, and have not 
confined myself to commentaries and 
systems of theology."

Tlie Old War Vessel Kichmond. 


There is something sad in the thought 
that ^ the arrival of the old flagship 
Richmond at the Norfolk Navy Yard 
virtually ends the long and useful 
career as a vessel able to cope with the 
exigencies of war, as she demonstrated 
herself during the time from the firing 
upon Fort 
Sumpter in the spring of 
1861, up to tÊe surrender of the Con- 
federate ram Stonewall in the harbor 
of Havana in the spring of 1865, and a 
war vessel during peace since then. 
The Richmond is one of the few vessels 
remaining which enter 
interestingly 
into the naval history of the Civil War, 
and one after another of which is con- 
demned and placed in "Rotten Row" to 
become food for the worms and an 
abiding place for barnacles and young 
oysters until they shall fall to pieces; 
or to be sold to the junkdealers for less 
than the metal and wood in them are 
worth. 


And yet the Richmond is probably in 
better condition to-day than many oth- 
ers of the old wooden vessels, from the 
fact that she was built of thé'best live- 
oak that could be obtained in 1857, the 
year she was constructed at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard. 
Her principal dimensions 
are 259 feet in length over all, 48^ feet 
beam, 27f feet depth of hold, 2,696 tons 
displacement, and a sail area of 15,514 
square feet. 
She is furnished with the 
old style of low-pressure double back- 
acting engines, of 06 inches diameter of 
cylinder and three feet stroke. Her 
battery consists of twelve 
nine-inch 
smooth-bore guns, one eight-inch muz- 
zle-loading rifle, one60-pounderbreech- 
loading rifle, two 20-pounder 
breech- 
loading rifles, four 38-millimetre revolv- 
ing cannon, one three-inch breech-load- 
ing rifle, and one Gatling rapid-firing 
gun. 


The Richmond's first cruise was in 
the Mediterranean Squadron, where she 
remained until the Civil War began, 
when she was ordered liome to Join the 
West Gulf Blockading Squadron. She 
was associated with all the movements 
in Avhich the Hartford was engaged. 
Under the command of Captain (after- 
ward Rear-Admiral) James H. Alden, 
she was in the expedition up the Missis- 
sippi River, and at the capture of New 
Orleans, on May 1, 1862, and in the en- 
gagement at Port 
Hudson, on March 
17, 1863. 
She was struck twenty-seven 
times by the l ebel cannon balls and 
shells at Port Hudson, and lost a large 
number of men, including Lieutenant 
Commander Cummings, the executive 
officer. 
Capt. Thornton A. Jenkins re- 
lieved 
Capt. 
Alden of t h e command 
later,, and she t o o k a prominent joart iu 
the captui-e of M o b i l e , 
on August 5, 
18G4, being- t h i r d in line of t h e Union 
fleet. 
After t h e war she made a cruise 
in the Mediterranean, retui-ning to Bos- 
t o n i n 1877, when 
she w a s almost r e - 
built and provided 
with new bcilers. 
At that time she was reported by a 
board of survey to be one of the best 
and strongest vessels in thenaval serv- 
ice, 
Her next cruise was to the Asiatic 
Squadron, by way of the Suez Canal, at 
which time ex-President Grant was a 
passenger as far as Hong Kong on his 
trii3 around the world. 
Since then the 
vessel has been almost constantly em- 
])loyed on squadron or sj^ecial duty.— 
New York 
Tribune.

to arrange as those of velvet, do not 
commit this fault.

. Tliimclering: Spring. 


In the County of Upson, 
fourteen 
miles west of Thomaston, three miles 
from Flint liiver, among the hills of 
Pine Mountain, is a most 
remarkable 
spring, 
known as the "Thundering 
Spring." 
Forty to fifty years ago I 
was familiar with all the surroundings 
of that locality, and as I have never 
seen a description of the spring, and so 
far as I know it is not mentioned in any 
history, I propose to give a brief out- 
line of tiie spring as I saw it forty-two 
years ago. 


At the foot of a steep hill, some two 
hundred or three hundred yards from 
the public road, it bursts out of the 
ground in a volume sufficient to drive 
a mill. 
The spring is about four feet 
across, constantly boiling up tine sand, 
which is thrown off every way, forming 
a dark circle or ring the size of the 
aperture. 
The most remarkable thing 
about it is that the sand all stops about 
sixteen inches below the surface of the 
water. 
The water for sixteen inches is 
as clear as glasés, below that dark as 'a 
soap-pot boiling. 


Occasionally a large bubble bursts 
at the surface, stirring up the sand, 
which soon settles back to the same po- 
sition. 
The depth of the spring is un- 
kno-«Ti. 
The bubbles make a peculiar 
rumbling sound before reaching the 
surface, hence its name. 
The water is 
said to be efficacious in the cure of 
many diseases. 
And a great many 
people resorted thither in the summer 
time to bathe. 
The force of the water 
upward was so great that one could not

ward, and went down in a whirlpool, 
liidian, pony and all out of sight.

On this second date the family as- 
sembled again, only to find themselves 
put off another year, and this was re- 
peated from year to year until, in 1890, 
the last envelope was opened, and the 
will itself found. 


But a new torment awaited the heirs, 
for the document was foiind to provide 
that the entire fortune of the testator, 
which was in funds, and amounted to 
more than fifty thousand dollars, should 
be deposited m the State Bank and left 
to accumulate, the interest to be added 
to the capital until i he year 1910, when 
it should be divided among the surviv- 
ing heirs. 


It is quite probable that the testator, 
instead of being merely a joker, was a 
philosopher.

earning a living, he doubtless proposed 
that his children should have this price- 
less experience, feeling sure that 
after

Passenger Train and Kill the 


Engineer—A Wreck Follows. 


VAN WERT, Ohio, July 19.—A bold 


attempt at train robbery was made last 
night on the Cincinnati, Jackson and 
Michigan railroad. Three men boarded 
the engine of the north bound passen- 
ger train at Enterprise, Ohio, and at- 
tacked Engineer Madison Vandovender 
and his fireman, Sam Roethouse, with 
hammers and coupling pins, knocking 
both senseless. They did not succeed 
in stopping the train, however, proba- 
bly owing to the plucky fight made by 
the 
trainmen 
and 
jumped 
off 


before reaching Van Wert. The en- 
gineer and fireman were both lying 
senseless in the cab of the locomotive, 
and the train which should havestopped 
at Van Wert station, rushed through 
the yard at the rate of twenty-five miles 
auhoui. Here it collided with a switch 
engine. 
Engineer Vandevender was 


found dead in the wreck. 
The fireman 


is still unconscious and it can not be 
learned whether the engineer was killed 
by the train robbers or met his death in 
tho collision. 
None of the passengers 


were seriously injured. 
The people of 


Van Wert are thoroughly aroused and 
poises of citizens are scouring the coun- 
try for the murderers.

Prince Bismarck has retired, is a little 
ham!et about fifteen miles to the south-" 
east of Hamburg. It lies in the heart 
of the Sachsenwald forest, a large es- 
tate given to the Prince by the Em- 
peror William I. in 1871, shortly after 
the close of the Franco-Prussia"!! war., 
Since that time it has been his favor- 
ite summer home, where, set free from 
the turmoil of public affairs, he could 
devote himself to the congenial pur- 
suits of a farmer. 


More congenial than were his duties 


as a Chancellor, if his wife is to be" 
trusted. She is reported to have said 
at a Parliamentary reception, "A tur- 
nip interests my husband very much 
more than all your politics." 
1 The house,* formerly a small inn 
much frequented by hunting-parties, 
stands on the edge of a little park, in- 
closed on two sides by a red brick 
wall, on the third by a thick hedge, 
while a little stream runs in front. 
It 


is two-storied and painted yellow, with 
a long, dimly lighted entry running 
through the middle from which rooms 
open on either side, 
; One of these is the Prince's \vork-f 
.room, and contains a large cupboard 
Arranged us a writing desk, and boun- 
tifully stocked with paper, envelopes 
and writing materials sent as presents'"" 
from all parts of Germany. The study 
is o^ large apartment opening upon the 
park and connecting -with his

room, while above are the chambers 
occupied by his wife and daughter. 


• It has been the habit of the Prince 
to begin the day very early, frequently 
going out at dawn to oversee his farm- 
hands. After a slight breakfast, taken 
alone, he works in his stiuiy for several 
hours, and then, after a walk or drive, 
has a second breakfast or lunch, at 
which his family and any guests visit- 
ing in the house are present. During 
this meal Bismarck is busied reading 
and annotating the dispatches and 
telegrams which have been received 
during the morning, and as soon as it 
is over he immediately retires again to 
,his study. 


Before dinner ho takes another out- 


ing, and iu the evening smokes a pij:« 
in the common sitting-room; but even 
here, if we may trust the account ol 
one who has been at Friedrichsruh, he 
jj-orely talks, and his companions only ' 
converse together in whispers. 


He has no near neighbors, though ,a 


little village stands not far from the 
entrance to the park. Here are to be 
found the forest rangers, a few rail- 
road employes and workmen, togethei 
with a blacksmith, a tailor and a 
miller. The chief mau of the -village 
is Prince Bismarck's head foregter and 
bailiff, and is apparently a most eon- 
genial companion, although their <vwi.

I.OTTKKIES AND .11.1 U.S. 


The president and the postmaster- 


general have been in consultation for 
some time as to a measure which will 
enable the postmaster general to sup- 
press tho trnffiic 
in lottery tickets 


through the mails, and a bill has been 
prepared by the postmaster general 
which will be promptly and favorably 
acted upon by the senate committee on 
postoffices and post-roads, says a Wash- 
ington telegram. It is believed the 
bill will remedy the defects in the 
existing law and 
accomplish what 


is desired. There are already sev- 
eral statutes prohibiting the use of the 
mails by lotteries, but whenever the 
postoffice department brings a case into 
court it always fails to get a verdict, 
either li(>r*tt=n of defects in the law or 
defects in the case. Among other sug- 
gestions which the postmaster-general 
has made, and which will bo embodied 
in the new statute, is a provision author- 
izing the postal authorities to refuse to 
deliver mail, postal orders and regis- 
tered letters to the agencies of lottery 
companies themselves. 


The existing laws forbid the delivery 


of registered letters to lottery com- 
panies, But it is evaded by having let- 
ters addressed to banks, express com- 
panies and other agents. Another sug- 
gestion by the postmaster general is to 
strike out the word "fraudulent" before 
thewoid "lottery," as the word "il- 
legal" has already been stricken out, so 
that the department may be authorized 
to refuse to carry mails for all lotteries, 
whether they are fraudulent or not. 
The postoffice committee of the house 
has been indifferent on the subject all 
winter, although several times urged to 
consider it by the postmaster general. 
The work will therefore be commenced 
by the senate, and if the bill is passed 
at that end of the capitol, it is believed 
that the representatives will take it up.

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SERMONS FOR SUNDAY. 


A FEW SUBJECTS FOR ALL TO 


PONDER OVER. 


Numerous Duties of » Church Sextan— 


T-.O for (ho Ministry of Porudiuul 1,11- 
eraturo—A Curious JLuKi'iul. 


The sexton, remarks the Rev. Will- 


iam E. CJriflis, is a church servant to 
•whom, in the average congregation, 
little is given while much is required. 
As custodian of the *acred edifice he 
may make or mar good work in fright- 
ening off or attracting hearers. He is 
expected to understand the mysteries 
of heat and ventilation, the personal 
convenience of the minister and the 
idiosyncrasies of at least the important 
pew-holder, to be the temple guards- 
man and warn and expel the unruly, to 
be an usher with the manner of a Ches- 
terfield and able to read at once by face 
or coat alone the exact qualifications of 
a stranger to sii in this or that pew, 
and though living in the vestibule to 
know the exact requirements, phvsical 
and psychical, of the auditorium". In 
the country towns and in most places, 
he must add the duties of the Nethinim 
to those of Obed Edam, take charge of 
funerals, cemeteries, the digging and 
filling of graves, and must attend to the 
sacred vessels and their replenishing 
and cleansing at communion and bap- 
tismal seasons. In short the modern 
sexton must unite in one person tho 
complete duties of sacristan, beadle, 
pew-opener, undertaker, funeral direc- 
tor, and manager of church weddings. 
Rarely is the sexton praised. 
While 


the relation of the pastor to tho people 
is that of a bride beloved, the sexton's 
is too often that of the mother-ii-law— 
of the humorists.—St. Louis Itepublic. 


Use tor the Ministry or Periodical Litera- 


ture. 


Prof. Murray, of Princeton College, 


in an interesting paper on the "Use for 
the Ministry of Periodical Literature," 
which appears in the Homiletii: Jfevicw 
for July, says, among other things: 


"Such reading is the best way of 


keeping in contact with the currents of 
thought that are circulating freely in 


• the world. It will not answer in "this 


age for the minister to have much of 
the reclpse about him. He is expected 
to have a broad scholarship, and one 
that is conversant with the nineteenth 
century. Clergymen could be named 
who are reasonably well versed in the 
theology of the ?eveutecuth century 
who have little or no acquaintance with 
•what is stirring in the thought of to-day. 
Their ignorance of current thought af- 
fects their preaching. 
It has a far- 


away sound. 
Even when the truth 


proclaimed is true alike for all cen- 
turies, somehow the accent of to-dav is 
not in it. 
The-influence of such a man 


is curtailed. If he & not well read, 
some members of his congregation are 
—the lawyer, (he doctor, the young 
collegian who comes home in vacation. 
The<ie wonder if their pastor ever heard 
of the discoveries of Bubastis, or of the 
theory of conscience which the philoso- 
phy of Herbert Spencer maintains. 
Even though the preacher make no di- 
rect use of his knowledge in his ser- 
mons, and never alludes to any discus- 
sions in the Forum or in the Nine- 
teenth Century, still if he knows what 
they are saying his preaching will have 
a different tone. It will be not one 
•whit less evangelical, but it will have 
the power which comes when a man is 
able to say, "Yes, I have read what is 
said on the other side, and have not 
confined myself to commentaries and 
systems of theology."

Ilio Old Wnr Vcs-,«l Ki.-limoiid. 


There is something sad in the thought 


that • the arrival of the old ilagship 
Richmond at the Norfolk Navy Yard 
virtually ends the 
long and useful 


career as a vessel able to cope with the 
exigencies of war, as she demonstrated 
herself during the time from the firing 
upon Fort Sumpter in the spring of 
IbGl, up to the surrender of the Con- 
federate ram Stonewall in the harbor 
of Havana in the spring of 1805, and a 
war vessel during peace since then. 
The Richmond is one of tho few vessels 
remaining which enter interestingly 
into the naval history of the Civil War, 
and one after another of which is con- 
demned and placed in "Rotten Row" to 
become food for the worms and an 
abiding place for barnacles and young 
oysters until they shall fall to pieces; 
or to be sold to the junkdealers for leas 
than the metal and wood in them are 
worth. 


And yet the Richmond is probably in 


better condition to-day than many oth- 
ers of the old wooden vessels, from the 
fact that she was built of the' best live- 
oak that could be obtained is 1857, the 
year she was constructed at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard. Her principal dimensions 
are 259 feet in length over ail, 484- feet 
beam, 27 J feet depth of hold, '2,090 tons 
displacement, and a sail area of 15,51-i 
square feet. She is furnished with the 
old style of low-wressure double back- 
acting engines, of 06 inches diameter of 
cylinder and three feet stroke. 
Her 


battery consists of twelve nine-inch 
smooth-bore guns, one eight-inch muz- 
zle-loading rifle, oneGO-pounder breech- 
loading ritle, two 20-pcmnder breech- 
loading rifles, four 38-inillimetre revolv- 
ing cannon, one three-inch breech-load- 
ing ritle, and one Galling rapid-firing 
gun. 


The Richmond's first cruise was in 


the Mediterranean Squadron, where she 
remained until tho Civil War began, 
when she was ordered home to join the 
West Gulf Blockading Squadron. She 
was associated with ali the movements 
in which the Hartford was engaged. 
Under the command of Captaiu (after- 
ward Rear-Admiral) James II. Aluen, 
she was iu the expedition up the Missis- 
sippi River, and at the capture of New 
Orleans, on May 1,1802, and in the en- 
gagement at Port Hudson, on March 
17, 1863. 
She was struck twenty-seven 


times by the rebel cannon balls and 
shells at Port Hudson, and lost a large 
number of men, including Lieutenant 
Commander Cummings, the executive 
officer. 
Capt. Thornton A. Jenkins re- 


lieved Capt. Alden of the command 
later,, and she took a prominent part in 
the capture of Mobile, on August 5, 
181U, being third in line of the Union 
licet. 
After the war she made a cruise 


in the Mediterranean, returning to Bos- 
ton in 1877, when she was almost re- 
built and provided with new boilers. 
At that time she was reported by a 
board of survey to be one of the best 
and strongest vessels in thenaval serv- 
ice. 
Her next cruise was to the Asiatic 


Squadron, by way of the Sue/. Canal, at 
which time ex-President Grant was a 
passenger as far as Hong Kong on his 
trip around the world. 
Since then the 


vessel has been almost constantly em- 
ployed on squadron or special duty.— 
Xeiv York Tribune.

How to Trim u Hut, 


For trimming hats the velvet or silk 


rosettes are much in vogue. They are

Tho rosette 
most fancied is just about the size cf a 
rose, and the material, cut on the bias, 
is folded to be an inch wide.

The American silk industry is fast 


looming up as an important factor in our 
national prosperity. It- is to be hoped 
that the day is nol. far distant when the 
American nmlberrv will co-operate in 
furnishing raw material with the loom 
Hint shall weave the finest American 
silks. White mulberry trees arc grown 
n all purls of Italy. For » long period 
t ic Indian silk factories with their dex- 
terous fenuilc operatives supplied the 
wants of Kurope until the French became 
formidable rivals. At present there me 
in France about 120,000 acres whieh are 
planted with mulberry trees. The silk 
industry miulc Lyons the second city in 
the country. Shortly before ihrs revolu- 
tion it contained 80,1)00 o pe rat ives, work - 
ng at 18,000 looms. Although nt the 
end of the revolution period the eity 
counted only 2,000 looms, their number 
rose so rapid'ly that in 187H there were 
120,000 in' full activity, and the goods 
exported represented $H.1,00(>,000. 
The 


marvelous growth, however, of silk man- 
ufacture in othcrpnrls of Europe during 
recent years lias been very prejudicial to 
t 10 trade of Lyons, the competition of 
Germany and England 'being very severe. 
Germany possesses now more than :tOO 
factories, eome of which employ as many 
as :!,000 looms. The annual value of the 
silk produced amounts to at least $40,- 
000,01)0. In the Rhine province Urefcld 
stands at the head, with 140 factories 
The silk manufactured on Ihe continent is 
said to represent $220, 000,000.—| Courier- 
Journal.

Thev were the road-builders of 
their time. There are miles and miles of 
road-bed; still in use in England that was 
laid down seventeen or eighteen hundred 
years ago. 
Ju France thcv arc older und 


more extended. 
Along these lilies have 


grown up some of the largest and most 
prosperous cities of the world. Through 
many centuries, the thoroughfares fiir- 
nished all the advantages of ii"..igabk- 
waters.

Ucxican Onyx. 


Mexican onyx is a form of stalagmite, 


and iln colors tire formed by oxides ol 
me I:I!H in the or.rth over the caves through 
which calcareous water pauses, Oold w 
represented by purple, silver by yellow, 
iron by red, copper by green and arsenic 
and 7-inc by white. 


Volcanic, eruptions and earthquakes 


have, almost destroyed the caves in which 
onvx exists, and the native Indians who 
mine it have to cut through musses ot 
ruins. Blocks of the material are quar- 
ried in u primitive way .in order not to 
shatter the substance. Deepround liolwi 
«r« drilled by hand on a line. In each 
hole is inserted a snug-fitting piece of 
wood, which baa been grooved from end 
to end. Hot water is poured inlo the 
grooves at night. 


This swells the wood, ami the block ia 


split along the line without damage. The 
natives then saw the block into slabs and 
polish the surface by hand, Each piece 
is semi-transparent, and when placed be- 
tween the eye and a strong light presents 
a remarkably beautiful effect in form and 
color.— [Jeweller's Weekly. 


The Taste for Diamonds. 


The love for diamonds is wholly a mat- 


ter of education, there being little dcsira 
to own any until the eye is made thor- 
oughly acquainted with the beauty of 
the true gem. After the eye is thus prac- 
ticed it can tell n spurious article even at 
a hundred feet distance, and at reading 
distance, a mistake is impossible,

reason why n diamond ia the most beau- 
tiful -of all stones is its color. Taken 
reasonably white stone, and no matter 
what fabric or Betting you combine it 
with, it will be in the right place, while 
gems like nibies or sapphires, emerald] 
and pearls have only limited combina- 
tions. The ruby of line color, shape ami 
brilliancy is of greater value at the pres- 
ent time tlmn n diamond from four to 
eight grain*, in weight.

as many fine quality rubies found as dia- 
monds and the price will drop from fifty 
to ficventy-J'vepcr cent. Emeralds hava 
always been great favorites, but mainly 
in large, stones for centra pieces.

As custodian of the *acrcd edifice 1m 
may make or mar good work in friebt- 
eningolFor attracting hearers, lie in 
expected fo understand the mysteries 
oflieat and ventilation, the personal 
convenience of the minister and the 
idiosyncrasies of at least the important 
pew-holder, to be the temple guards- 
man and warn and expel tlie nnrnly, to 
be an nsber with the manner of a Ches- 
terfield and able tu read at once by face 
or coat alone the exact qualifications of 
a stranger to sit in this or that pew, 
and though, living in the vestibule to 
know the exact requirements, physical 
and psychical, of the auditorium". In 
the country towns and in most places, 
he must add the duties of the Nethinim 
to those of Obed Edam, take charge of 
funerals, cemeteries, tho digging and 
filling of graves, and must attend to the 
•acred vessels and their replenishing 
And cleansing at' communion and bap- 
tismal seasons. In short the modern 
sexton must unite in one person the 
complete duties of sacristan, beadle, 
pew-opener, undertaker, funeral direc- 
tor, and manager of church weddings. 
Barely is the sexton praised. AVhile 
the relation of the pastor to the people 
is that of a bride beloved, the sexton's 
is too often that of the mother-i*-law — 
of the humorists. — SL Louis Republic.

Prof. Murray, of Princeton College, 


In an interesting paper on the "Use for 
tho Miniitry of Periodical Litoratn.ro," 
which appears in the Homiletit; Review 
for July, says, among other things: 


"Such reading is the best way of 


keeping in contact with the currents of 
thought that are circulating freelv in 


'the world. It will not answer in "this 


age for the minister to have mttch of 
tho reclame about him. Ho is expected 
to have a broad scholarship, and ono 
that IB conversant with the nineteenth 
century. Clergymen could bo named 
•who are reasonably well versed in the 
theology of the seventeenth century 
who have little or noocquiiititanco with 
what is stirring irftliethottghtof to-day. 
Their ignorance of current thought af- 
fects thoir preaching. 
It has s far- 


away sound. 
Even when the truth 


proclaimed in true alike for all cen- 
turies, somehow the accent of to-day ia 
not in it. Tlwinlhieuce of such a man 
is curtailed. If he is not woll road, 
some members of hi* congregation are 
—tho lawyer, tho doctor, tho young 
collegian who comes homo in vacation. 
The«o wonder if their pastor ever heard 
of tho discoveries of Hubusti^ or of tho 
theory of conscience which tho philoso- 
phy of Herbert Spencer maintains. 
Even thongh tlio preacher make no di- 
rect uee of hi* knowledge in his «or- 
moiiH, and never alludes to nny discus- 
sions in the Forum or in the Nine- 
teenth Century, still if he known what 
they arc saying bis preaching will fiavo 
* different- tone. It will be not- one 
whit less evangelical, but it will have 
the power winch oomcs when a man a 
•bio to nay, "Ye», I have road what is 
•aid on the other oitle, and Iiavo not 
confined inywlf to commentaries and 
systems of theology.*

I caught 


them for your dinner. 
I expected 


you." 


"You do not know who I am," replied 


Mr. Murray. 


"You are the man who is to tell us of 


God," said the old man. 
"I will never preach of him again," 


•wan the answer. 


The fisherman, Thomas Potter, told 


his story. He hud been a sailor, but 
had settled with his wife, twenty years 
before, on this coast. 
He could n6t 


read, bnt his wife Bpelled oat some 
verses in the Bible. 
• "I determined," he said, "to know 
Bomething about God. 
Whenever a 


preacher came from down the coast, I 
would gather the folks in the kitchen 
to hearhim preach. When I got a day 
to spare I worked at yon log house. It 
faachnrch, I built it.

Tlio Old \\rnr Ve««l itluliiitoml. 


Thero is something sad iu tho thought 


that - tho arrival of the old llugshin 
llichmond at the Norfolk Navy Yard 
virtually, ends tho 
long aiid useful 


career as a vessel able to cope with the 
exigencies of war. as she demonstrated 
herself during tho time from the firing 
upon Fort Sumptor m the spring of 
18G1, up to tho surrender of the Con- 
federate ram Stonewall in the harbor 
of Havana in the spring of 1805, uud a 
war vessel during peace since then. 
The Richmond is one of tho few vessels 
remaining which enter interestingly 
into the naval history of the Civil War. 
and ono after another of which is con- 
demned and placed in "Kotten Row"1 to 
become food for tlie worms uud an 
abiding place for barnacles and young 
oysters until they shall fall to pieces; 
or to be sold to tuo junkdealerg for less 
than the metal and wood in them are 
worth. 


And yet the Bichmond is probably in 


better condition to-day than many oth- 
ers of the old wooden, vessels, from the 
fact that she was built of the* best live- 
oak that could be obtained in 1857, the 
vear she was constructed at tho Norfolk 
Navy Yard. Her principal dimensions 
are 259 feet in length over all, 48J feet 
beam, 27| feet depth of Lold, 2,(J9(; tons 
displacement, and a sail area ol 15,&H 
square feet. She is furnished with the 
old style of low-pressure double book- 
acting engines, of 06 inches diameter of 
cylinder and thrco feet stroke. Her 
battery consists of twelve nine-inch 
smooth-bore guns, one eight-inch mnz- 
zle-loadiug rifle, on oGU-ponnder breech- 
loading ritlc, two '20-pautider breech- 
loading rifles, fouryS-millimetrerevolv- 
iug cannon, one thrco-iucli breech-load- 
ing riilc, and one Catling rapid-tiring 
gun. . 
i 


Ihe lltchmond's first cruise wa-* in 


the Mediterranean Squadron, where she 
remained until the Civil War beguu, 
when she was ordered homo to join the 
West Gulf Blockading Squadron. She 
was associated with all the movements 
in which tho Hartford wns engaged. 
Under tho command of Captain (after- 
ward Bear- Admiral) .Tames H. Aldon, 
she was in the expedition up the Missis- 
sippi Itiver, mid at the capture of Now 
Orleans, on May 1, 18(!2, »"** in the en- 
Kagemont at Port Hudson, on March 
17, 1803. She wai struck twenty-seven 
times by tho rebel cannon bulls and 
shells at Port Hudson, and lost a large 
number of men, including Lieutenant 
Commander Cutnmings, tue executive 
officer. Cupt. Thornton A. Jenkins ro- 
lieved Cupt. Aldon of tlio command 
later,, and sho took a prominent part in 
tho capture of Mobile, on August 5, 
IWtiJ, being third in lino of the Union 
fleet. Alter the war she made a crime 
in the Mediterranean, returning to Bon- 
ton in 1877, when she was almost re- 
built and provided with now bcllora. 
At that time sho was rejwrtcd by a 
board of survey to bo one of tlio best 
and strongest vennoU in Mienavul serv- 
ice. Her next cruiKo wan to the Asiatic 
Squadron, by way of tho Sue/. Can*), at 
which time ux-1'rcsiduiit Grant wa» a 
passenger as far as Hong Kong on his 
trip aronnd tho world.

In the County of Upson, fourteen 


miles west of Thomaston, three miles 
(mm Flint Kiver, among tho hills of 
Pino Mountain, is a most remarkable 
upring, known as the "Thundering 
Spring." Forty to fifty years ago I 
was familiar with all the surroundings 
of that locality, nnd us I have never 
ficon a description of the spring, and so 
far as I know it is not mentioned in any 
history, I pro|M>so to give a brief out- 
line of tho spring as I saw it forty-two 
years ago. 


At the foot of a steep hill, some two 


hundred or thrco hundred yards from 
the public road, it bursts out of the 
ground in a volume sufHcient to drive 
a mill. Tho spring ia about four feet 
across, constantly boiling up tfno sand, 
which in thrown off every way, forming 
a dark circle or ring tho si/.o of tlio 
aperture. The most remarkable thing 
about it is that the sand all stops about 
sixteen inches bolow the surface of tho 
water. The water for Hixtoou inches is 
as clear an glass, below that dark- us h 
soap-pot boiling. 


Occasionally a largo bubblo bursts 


at the surface, stirring up the sand, 
which soon settles hack to the same po- 
sition. Tho depth of tlio spring is un- 
known. The hubbies make a peculiar 
rumbling sound before reaching the 
surface, hence its namo. 
The water is 


said to bo cllicacious in the cure of 
ninny diseases. 
And a great many 


people resorted thither in tho summer 
timo to bathe. 
Tlio force of the water 


upward was so great that ono could not 
sink dooper than to the arm-pits, oven 
by jumping in feet foremost. 
It took 


somo practice to stand erect in the 
spring. I will close tins description by 
relating a legend about the spring, as 
handed down by tho I nil inns. 


On tho top of tho hill, and near tho 


public road, is a hole in tho ground 
Homo fifteen feet deep nnd ton 
foot 


across, th& banks overgrown with tree.1). 
Thin was once tho "Thundering" spring. 
Somo white man put - up a doggery 
where ho sold "firo water" to tho In- 
diana. Ono day tho chief of tho tribe 
got drunk, mounted his pony, nnd 
seemod to want to ride over everything 
and everybody he saw. 
He had rode 


in's pony into the doggery, much to tho 
consternation of its keeper and the de- 
light of tlio Indians. 
After tiring of 


this kind of sport ho concluded to rido 
into tlio spring. His friends tried to 
disHiiado him, but ho, with a groat 
oath (for tlio whitest had learned him to 
curao) snid, "I will rido my pony into 
that spring if I sink to 
in nmimite." 


Oh! what an awful imnrccntion !

friends, his wifn nnd "children among 
them, ceased their efforts to prevent 
him, and in ho plunged. As the pony 


struck thy water it ceased to boil up- 
ward, and wont down in a whirlpool, 
Indian, pony und all uut of sight.

at the foot of the hill, where it now is, 
but neither (ho Imlmu nur his poiiv 
wero ever liuurd of uflurwurd.— Fluic- 
t'l-ff ttninclt (Co.) Journal.
